Ho w Russia and England Were Kept 


From W a r Measures. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 31.—The world 
will doubtless take particular satisfac­ 
tion in according Emperor Nicholas, 
to whose Initiative The Hague con­ 
vention owed its existence, the honor 
and credit of having proposed an hon­ 
orable solution of the North sea inci­ 
dent, which might have plunged Rus­ 
sia and Great Britain into war, by an 
appeal to its rules 
N everthless, It is 
learned on very high authority that 
this diplomatic triumph belongs to M. 
Dei casse, the French m inister. 
When 
the Yellow book of France and the 
Blue book of Great Britain covering 
this incident are issued, some very 
interesting diplom atic history will be 
disclosed. 
The great gravity of the 
situation, especially in Great Britain, 
where the inflamed state of public 
opinion might at any moment have 
driven 
the 
governm ent 
to 
extrem e 
measures, and the danger involved in 
delay were keenly appreciated in the 
French capital. 
France’s stake is a1 
m ost equal to that of the parties di­ 
rectly in interest, and the very peace 
of the republic was involved, as a rup­ 
ture between Great Britain and Rus­ 
sia, eventuating in war, by putting 
Great Britain and Japan in the posi­ 
tion of making common cause against 
Russia, would inevitably result in an 
appeal to France to fulfill her obliga­ 
tions under the dual alliance.

w ent earnestly to work as a friend of 
both countries to find an equitable j 
basis ct adjustment.

EDUCATION'S SCOPE 


Interesting Figures Found in Official 


Report for the Year. 
Washington, Oct. 31.—The report of 
Ihe com m issioner of education for the 
fiscal yrar ending June 30, 19**4, show's 
that 16,0o9,MOI pupils, or 2<> per cent 
of the entire population of the country, 
attended the public schools during that 
year. 
As compared with the previous 
six years, this percentage shows a 
slight decrease in the number of pupils 
as compared with the total population 
The total cost of the public school 
system is given as $251 157,625 
This 
is an increase of $16,000,000 over the 
previous year. 
It amounts to $3.15 
per capita of total population, and 
822.75 per capita per pupil. 
Since 1870 the proportion of male 
teachers has decreased from 39 per 
c.-nt of the entire number to 26 per 
cent of the entire number the past 
year. 
The average compensation for 
m ale teachers last year was $49.98 and 
$49.51 for females. 
This is a slight 
increase over the previous year. 
The 
enr< llmerd 
in

private 
schools for the y**ar is given as 1,093,- 
87*'.. 
By the addition of pupils in ele­ 
mentary schools, academies, institu­ 
tions for higher education, evening 
schools, business schools, private kin­ 
dergarten-;.

schools and schools for defective or­ 
phans, the grand total of Ii,lb7,9l8 
pupils is reported.

The Underlying Motive of Southern 
Race Agitation. 


The attack of the M anufacturers' 
Record of Baltim ore on movem ents 
for popular education In the South Is 
not surprising when one takes into 
account the fact th a t the Record is 
the organ of S outhern industrial Inter­ 
ests, and understands th e attitude of 
these interests toward the wage-earn- 
er as exemplified not only in the m at­ 
te r of factory legislation, but In the 
enactm ents recently effected for the 
fTisfranehisement of the vast majority 
of those who work for wages In the 
South. 
The inrfusinai phase of the 
race question is a m atter th at seem s 
to have been taken into little account, 
and yet there is much evidence, a good 
deal of it to be gleaned from the pages 
of the M anufacturers' Record, to show 
that the disfranchisem ent movem ent 
In the South is intended quite as much 
for the industrial as for the social sub­ 
jection of the South’s wage-earning 
class. 
To deprive the wage-earner 
of the ballot is to put him well on the 
road tow ard peonage, and If to this 
be added the w ithdrawal of education­ 
al privileges, the purpose will be still 
further forwarded. 
In the M anufacturers’ Record some 
tim e ago there appeared a com m uni­ 
cation from a m anufacturer and m em ­ 
ber of the legislature 
in 
Governor 
V ardanian's state who said that the 
agitation for child-labor and kindred 
laws in the South were instigated by 
N orthern 
m anufacturers, 
who 
saw 
their finish when once the South had 
fully applied its cheap and depend­ 
ent labor supply to its unlimited nat 
ural resources. 
It seems surprising 
th a t N orthern m anufacturers, farm ers 
and wage-oarners have never seemed 
to realize the Industrial bearing of 
the South’s anti-negro agitation of the 
past ten years under cover of which 
the great preponderance of the wage- 
earning class has been rendered help­ 
lessly subject, and at the sam e tim e 
there has been successful resistance 
in most Southern states to the enact­ 
ment of such labor laws as have been 
placed upon the statute books of the 
North. 
The North.Tn m anufacturer 
first, the N orthern farm er and wage- 
earn er next, must compote in the sam e 
m arket 
under these unequal condi­ 
tions, and if they are to continue 
either the N orthern w age-earner m ust 
accept the the Southern scale of wages 
and Southern conditions of labor, or 
the transfer of the American cotton 
m anufacturing 
industry 
from 
New 
E ngland to the South, which has for 
several years been going gradually on, 
will be followed by sim ilar em igration 
of other industries, 
because 
m anu­ 
facturers 
will 
ultim ately 
seek 
the 
most econom*''al and favorable con­ 
ditions.
